love, of peace, and a pure minde; and 
as the Apoſtle Jude calls ſeducers and 
Þ falſe teachers, ungodly men; and ſepa- 
rates from the Church, are ſaid by Jude 
in his 19. verſe, to be ſenſual, ny not 
to have the ſpirit. . 

And bekore Jpaſsthtis point, I hope 
it will not be amils to Hew you the 
wickednels and ſin of thoſe who go 
about to make diviſions in the 

Church of CHU, | 

And firſt of all, lowers of diviſions 
are renters of Chriſt; it is a hozrible 
violence off red to the Bodp of Chaiſk, 
a dividing of Chziſt, as St. Paul calls 
it, 
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if, in 1 Cor. 1. 13. it would make 
Chꝛilt ſeem to be the head of two bo: 
dies, a molt monſtrous conceit in- Þ 


deed. 

Secondly , it reſiſteth the commands 
of Chꝛilt, which is love, and op⸗ 
poſes the very end of Chꝛilt in dying 
- foz ſinners, which was, that all his 
Saints ſhould be one. 
— Thirdly, diviſton in the Church is 
very diſhonourable and injurious to 
the Church;foz how can a body be rent 
and tozn without pꝛejudice: it hin⸗ 


ders allo the peace of the Church. 
Schilmaticks, ſaith one, moze oppoles 
— peace of the Church then heathens 

ik the body be rent and fo2n, it 


is ſurely with much pain and ſmart ; 
and tearing and renting in the church 


will ſurely cut the very heart of one 


that's a true Member ok the Church. 
It makes the Saints mourn, and to 
be ſure, it makes the Devil laugh; 
therefoze lot us labour to be rentleſs 
and leamlels, as Chꝛilt is. 

To this end, in the firſt place la⸗ 
bour after holineſs, diviton and lepa⸗ 

ration is a badge and mark of _— 
nets; 
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| neſs; childꝛen in unholineſs are eber 
men in malice. 


Secondly, be not overtaken with 
new fancies and novelties ; thoſe new 
lights which hath ſet the Church of 
God ſo much on fire in theſe our dapes. 


Lanthozns of old Yereticks and Jes 
ſuits : all thoſe lights which receive 


not their light from the woꝛd of God, 
are all falſe lights and vapo2s that 


onely appear on purpoſe to dzaw men 


aut of the way. Truth ſhould alwayes 


be imb2aced, though it be never in ſo 


old a dꝛels, they are itching ears that 


are molt taken with novelties. 
H.aſtly, diviſions beget ſenſuality,. 
[ cenſuality uſual follows ſcperation 


even at the heels, ſeparating them⸗ 
ſelves, ſaith Jude, ſenſual, not baving 
the Spirit : not to ſpeak any moze of 
thts, our own ſad experience hath too 


manifeſtly witneſſed this koꝛ a truth,

11. and that he offered 
himſelf without ſpot to God, Heb 9.

lels, ſo they are endlels. O conſider 
this you that forget God, leſt he tear you 
in pieces, and there be none to deliver 
you. 

Wouldft thou put on the Woꝛd Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt as a garment⸗ then in the laſt | 
place, and lo J have done, Do not 
make proviſion for the fleſh, to fulfill 
the luſts thereof; ſpend not thy time in 
rioting and drunkenneſs, not in cham- 
bering and wantonneſs, but caſting off 
and abhorting all theſe unfeuitful works 
of darkneſs : Labour to live up to that 
God who has ſo dearly loved us, and 
bought us with his own moſt pꝛecious 
blood; that ſo living here to all the 
intents and purpoſes of his Gzace, 
and walking daily befoze the Lozv in 
all manner of holineſs and righteoul⸗ 
neſs all thy dayes, thou mapeſt in the 

| end 
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end or thy dayes here live and reign 
| foz ever with Chꝛiſt in gloꝛp here⸗ 
aͤkter. 


Now bleſled are all thoſe , and foz 


ever bleſſed ſhall they be, who ſs live, 


and ſo walk, as that thev map be tru⸗ 
ly ſaid to have put on the Loꝛd Jeſus 
Chzift , and do ſo give up theniſelves 
to be ruled and guided by him in 
Gꝛace here, that lo when they come to 
dye, they ſhall be found in Chaiff, 
cloathed upon with the gloꝛious white 
Robes of Chziſt his righteculneſs, 


aͤnd ſhall foz ever live and reign with 
Chꝛiſt in Glozy hereafter ; to whom 
be Glozp and Honour; foz ever and 


ever.
